The Great Barrier Reef, extend- 
ing for more than a thousand miles 
along the coast of Queensland, is 
the greatest coral reef in the world. 
Its waters’ contain many: marine 
forms which have never been clas- 
|sified. ‘The growth of coral itself 
has never yet been . satisfactorily 
explained, and it ia hoped that the 
expedition will be able to ‘ascertain 
how the reefs maintain themselves 
and how they are fed. 

Sir Matthew Nathan, late’ Gov- 
ernor of Queensland, and chairman 
of the Committee of the British 
Association which ‘has organised 
the’ expedition; saw the party off 
from St. Paneras station. “The ori- 
ginal purpose of the expedition,” 
he said to a representative of “The 
Observer,” “was to investigate the 
food of living organisms in the 
tropical seas, and the growth of 
such organisms, with special refer- 
ence to the corals, A study. will 
also be made of the growth of other 
organisms, some of which have a 
high commercial value, such as the 
fish beche-de-mer, which js sold in 
China and Japan for making soup, 
the pearl oyster, and the trochus 
shell, from which buttons: are 
made, and from which a larger in- 
dustry may now be expected to. de- 
velop, ' 

Growth of Fishes, 

“The Empire Marketing Board 
and the Department of Industrial 
and Scientific Research in Austra- 
lia have granted £5,000 towards 
the expenses of ‘the- expedition. 
Another: £3,000 has been contribut- 
ed by scientific, bodies—the Royal 
Soclety, the British and Australian 
Associations for the Advancement 
of.

SHAN' GHAI TEXTILES 


IMPORTANCE oF THE ° 

’ ' JAPANESE MILLS,. 
THe development of cotton spin- 
ning and weaving has been one of 


‘|the most remarkable phases of 


Shanghai's industrial growth, and 
Japanese textile interests ‘are 
mainly responsible. for the indus- 
try’a expansion. 

According .to a report of the 
American Trade Commissioner at 
‘Shanghai, Japancse-owned mills in 
Shanghai have at present 938,264 
spinning spindles, 77,682 ‘doubling 
spindles, and 7,183 looms, . They 
employ 4,000 Japaneae and 58,000 
Chinese operatives. Moat of the 
mills engage‘in both spinning and 
weaving, and market their pro- 
ducts not ‘only in China, but in 
India, Africa, and | the South Sea 
Islands as well. : 

A notable feature of the deve- 
lopment of cotton manufacturing 
.in Shanghai by the Japanese has 
been. the steady improvement ‘in

The.child 
is averfed or fed perhaps within 
half an hour of bedtime, or dur- |4 
ing the day he has: been given 
unsuitable food.: Constipation is 
a@ common cause of jl health and 
sleeplessness in ‘children. Nasal 
-Jobstruction will cause night ter- 
rors and sleeplessness. If the 
nose and throat are obstructed by 
adenoids and large tonsils,’ the 
blood ‘is not. properly. oxygenated. 
The brain is irritated by toxins, | 
and there is leas sleep. Decayed 
teeth: will also cause onildren to 
aleep badly. Unhygienic condi- 
tions (ill ventilated bedrooms, 
heavy or’ insufficient bedclothes) 
all affect sleép in childhood. - 

' Signs of Sleeplessness. 

If children are sleeping badly, 
one notices such signs as: lassi-|: 
tude, irritability, a difficulty. in 
concentrating, lack of interest in 
work., Perhaps the child goes to 
bed too late or too early. In the 
later case the children are wake- 
ful: and toss ‘about, unable to 
‘sleep. The child of four or five 
need not be asked to prepare for 
bed before six-thirty or ‘seven, 
having partaken of tea supper 
five o'clock. Mothers should not 
allow exciting stories or. exciting 
games just. before bedtime, as 
induce wakefulness ‘and 
restless nights. Sleep is very de- 
pendent upon “habit;” children 
are suggestible, and it is for. 
mothers to suggest rest and -har-

BUDDHIST WORLD 
CONFERENCE, 
(To the Editor cf the “China Mail.”] 
Sir,—During last year, a certain 
number of Buddhists have suggest- 
ed the idea of holding a Buddhist 
world conference, representing the 
Buddhists of Burma, Ceylon, Siam, 
Cambodia, China, Japan and Tibet. 
The primary -effect of such a 
conference is. not to’ propagate 
Buddhism, but rather to throw the 
, Weight of Buddhist ‘publie. opinion 
on the side of certain world re- 
forms, Which are urgenfly neces- 
sary, and for the promotion of 
which religionists of other faiths 
are working all over ‘the world, 
Buddhist public opinion, if organ- 
fsed, can do a great den} through- 
out the world,’ and the conference 
Is an attempt to do so, It is pro- 
‘posed to “direct the .work of the 
conference to a discussion’ of the 
following problems. 1, 
a of alcoholiam. 2. The stamp- 
ing out of prostitution. and the 
traffic in women. 8. The abolition 
of cruelty to animals in every: form. 
4. To prevent the exploitation of 
the ~ masses ' by unscrupulous 
methods in business and commer- 
‘elal’ expansion. 6, °'To inculcate 
arbitration and round table confer- 
ences, ‘such’ as that of the League 
of Nations, as.a way.of putting an 
end to war between nations, 
The above objects are very well- 
known amongst reformers, ‘ but 
they have a special meaning for the 
Buddhists, since by the code of 
“morality which every Buddhist ac- 
cepts from the Lord Buddha, each 
Buddhist is 
objects. For instance, the first of 
. the five precepts or Pancha’ Sila is 
to refrain . from’ killing in every 
, form, and this necessarily imposes 
. on the Buddhist work for peace. 
' The second precept inculeates 
abatinence from theft, ‘and, so it 
includes also the unscrupulous 
ways in business ‘which, though 
not legal thefts, are thefts In fact. 
j The masses are being exploited in 
many lands by “big business,” and 
much has to be done to show that 
it 19 possible for business . to be 
ethical and not to infringe upon 
any principles of morality. 


The third precept of Buddhism 
inculcates refraining from, adultery 
and sexual abuse -of every form. 
Obviously, this throws the weight 
of Buddhism on the reform for the 
abolition of prostitution and the 
white slave traffic which goea with 
it, : ; : 


‘The fifth precept is a clear 
statement. of refraining’ from 
drink of every kind and from drugs 
‘also, which ‘have — intoxicating 
effects, -Every Buddhiat, therefore, 
pledges himself to work or pro- 
hibition. , Tf such a Buddhist Con- 
ference as Is proposed were to meet 
and give ‘its considered.support in 
‘favour ‘of these reforms, there is no 
doubt whatsoever that not only will 
the: reforms. “be developed ‘in 
; Buddhist lands ‘but much encour-

STOWAWAYS. ° 
ENCOUNTERING BAD’ 
TIMES, 


WHY THEY DO TT. 


During the last few months -there 
has been an epidemic of stowaways 
at sea, -. One of them, travelled to 
America: packed in a wooden nse, 
and was only discovered at the Cus- 
toms wharf. Another, -a German 


shipwright, went over in a new ship |' 


ina small compartment he had 
himself ‘built during the’ ship's 
construction, and was only appre- 
hended as he walked down the gang- 


plank when the ship had. reached 
Hoboken. 


Some stowaways have wanderlust, 
Others want - to-escape from their 
own country, But only now and 
then does one of “them escape the 
ignominy of apprehension and the 
aolitary confinement which in these 
days has taken the place of ship's 
“irons.” 

The immigration laws of the 
United States and Great Britain are 
now so.strict: that only auhorised 
people have right of ingress 
and egress, fia stowaway is-dis- 
covered, he cannot be permitted to 
land.. He must be closely guarded, 
and the steamship company is held 
responsible for his safety,, support; 
and repatriation. No wonder that 
stowaways are looked on with al- 
most as-much aversion as mo3-, 
quitoes.” , 


. Have to Explain, 
In addition, the captain and pur: 


d {ser ure obliged to write letters to 


officials: and come up before their. 
company directors to explain how 
it was that the ship's officers were 
so, careless in the first place as to 
permit the presence of a stowaway: 
on. board: ‘Usually « stowaways 
come on board with the cargo. 
They get joba on the quayside as 
casual labourers, and: when: they 
have done their Inst on board the 
ship they endeavour to hide away 


t- | until sailing day. 


Another method employed is to 
obtain a ticket of permission to say 
good-bye to friends. In New York 
such tickets are given away indis- 
criminately. : : 

_ Once a man is possessed of such’ 
‘a ticket he can come on board and 
mingle with ithe jpassengers until 
the ship sails. ‘Steamship com- 
panies now know of. this trick, and

ORIGIN OF SPATS, 


FIRST ISSUED TO THE 
BLACK WATCH. 


THE “RED HACKLE.” . 

Spats were first introduced in 
1826, when they were ‘issued to the 
Black Watch, to, commemorate the 
endurance of the Highlanders ip the 
retreat: to Coruna during the Pen- 
Insular campaign. 

The “Black Watch” formed part 
of Sir John Moore's army which at- 
tempted to drive the French from 
Spain. Inadequately supported and 
unable to cope with the vastly su- 
perior forces sént againat him, Sir 
John was compelled to fall back to 
the senconst, and on Christmas Day, 
1808, he commenced his disastrous 
{but masterly retrent, 

The exhausted British troops 
made their way for 250. miles ‘along 
roads deep in snow and mud, over} 
mountaina and through narrow de- 
files, harassed continually by the, 
enemy and almost destitute of the’ 
necessaries of life. Transport was 
hopeleasly deficient, ‘supplies were 
lacking, the roads" strewn with 
broken waggons; dead horses and 
dead men. By day and by night, 
mile after mile marched the army 
through driving, storms of rain, 
sleeping in the mud and eating pen 
they could. . 

Boots worn dow, many a man 
marched barefooted, his feet bruis- 
ed and bleeding. . The Highlandera, 
suffering severely, tore their shirts 
Into strips to bind their lacerated 
feet, and spata were the. official re- 
cognition of that incident. .
